CHERRIES 

The  Japanese  flowering  cherries  have  a world-wide  fame.  They 
are  little  known  in  this  country,  but  as  none  can  be  imported  even  for 
propagation,  they  have  been  practically  unobtainable  in  the  named 
varieties.  Our  collection  includes  nearly  fifty  kinds,  but  on  account 
of  difficulty  of  propagation  we  can  offer  only  the  following  this  season. 

Descriptions  are  mainly  based  on  results  here.  Where  quotation 
marks  are  used  the  matter  is  copied  from  “Cherries  of  Japan”  by  E.  H. 
Wilson. 

Prices  are  based  mainiy  on  rate  of  growth  which  in  some  cases  is 
extremely  slow  at  first.  Nearly  all  grow  more  like  large  shrubs  than 
real  trees  and  are  best  trained  that  w'ay.  They  flower  very  young.
